I J] ke asthe Soule of man vnited to his Bodie, can- 
notbea Bodie becaule it is a ſpirit : Euen ſo the 
like is of the Body and of the Soule of leſus Chriſt, and of 
his diuine and humainenature, of the which euerie one 
of them holdeth continually his properties , that the 
one cannot bee thatthe other is. For albeit that they be 
vnited together by perſonall vnion, yet for allthey re- 
mainealwayes diſtin intheir vnitic , according to their 
properties, and not confuſed, in ſuch ſort, thatthe one 
cannot bee the other : wherefore wee may not ſay at, all 
that the Divinitic is the humanitie , or that the hu» 
manitie , is the Diuinitie , nor that the one is con- 
uerted intothe other.

For God can neuer bee but God, 
Wherefore hee cannot bee conuerted into man , buthee 
may vnite man to himſelfe, as he hath donein the perſon 
of his Sonne Ieſus Chriſt. Likewiſe man cannot bee 
conuerted into God, for ſo much as hee is a creature, 
and that God which is the Creator of all , cannot bee 
created, but is withoutbeginning , as hee is without 
end and infinite : the which rhing'cannot agree with 
any creature. From whence itfolloweth, that the Gods 
which are created areno Gods at all,but are onely crea- 
tyres, orelſe vaine illuſions or imaginations. Andasthe 
ſitbſtance of GO D, cannot bee conuerted into =

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of man,nor that of man, into thatof God : for otherwilez 
God ſhould not be God, nor man ſhould notbe man at

aboue in heauen inthe place of beatitude, felicitic and 
toy, raigning there with the Father in<quall gloricand 
maieftic, doth continually affiſt, aide and comfort his 
Church, by his holy ſpirit, being alwaies preſent with his 
ele& and choſen, by his diuine Maieſtic, providence, and 
inuiſible grace, whom hee doth not ceaſe through his 
almughtie power, the ſpirit being the worker of it,to teede 
ſtill with the wholeſome foode of his moſt preciqus fleſh 


and bloud, Now as it weremoſt noyſome and byrtfull 
vnto 
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yntoall the whole carth,if we had here belowe the Body 
ofthe Sunne ſo is it not expedient,that the Church and 
Congregation ofthe faithful, ſhould haue Chriſt ſtil pre= 
ſent here, touching his humanitice and manhood. For ſo 
he ſaith, 1#hn.ts.7. 

3 As no mancandenie but that the eye and the ſight 
of ir,be lo ioyntly and inſeparably ioyned together, that 
as longastheeye is whole and ſound,the one cannot be 
ſeparated from the other : yer theeye is notinall places 
that the ſight dooth reach vnto.

and humanitic of Chriſt bee ſolincked and ioy ned toge= 
ther,that whereſocuer the one is,ie doth notthertore fol- 
lowthatthe others there alſo. Forthe godbead of Chriſt 
can bee euery where, and in more places then in oneat 
once : but his manhood cannot be cuery where, nor in 
more places then one at once.

if ſo bee that they can (ay by heart , the Articles of 
their Beleefe , the Lords Prayer, and the tenne Com- 
maundements : and thinke that they repent veric 
well,ifthey come to the Church on the Sabboth dayes, 
and other holy dayes , and ſay the Confeſſion after 
their Miniſter, although they bee neuer touched with 
any remorle or feeling of any one finne, yet they ſup- 
poſeticy hauc repented ſufficiently : and (o likewiſe of 
prayer.

horſe well, and they ſpare notto giue great ſtipends to 

ſuch; Eucnio how much morc ought Chriſtian Parents

ſter that might godlily bring vp their children in vertue 
and wiſedome.

ſerue it (elte : Eucn fo the Righteouſneſle, innocencie, 
and obedience ot Chriſt Ieſus,ſtand vs in more ſteadthen 
him, ſecing that notwithſtanding he had all theſe things, 
and was in his nature, life, & whole conuecrſation, abſo. 
lutcand perfeR, yer forall this, he was codemned and 
crucifhed: We on the contrarie part, albeit his Righteouſ. 
nefle,innocencie,and obedience,be onely imputed vato 
vs, yet forall that, by meanes of this imputation, wee 
are abſolued; juſtified, and diſcharged ofall our ſinnes, 
and of all the accuſations that all our enemies can bring

8 As itis inough that we gather the fruite ofa tree,and

10 Likeas in Wintcr we can no ſooner befr6 the fire, 
but weare cold : noroutof light, but we enter into datk- 
neſle : Euen ſo can wee no ſooner bee parted from Icſus 
Chriſt, who is our Rightcouſneſſe and our life, but 
ſtraight wearcin ſinneand in death , for as muchas ticis 
thelife thatquicknethvs, the Sunne that giueth vs lighr, 
and the fire that warmeth, comforetth, and refreſheth 
all his membcrs.

3 As weare curiousin looking tothe health of our bo- 
dies,obſeruing for that purpoſle,the diet and gouernment 
that is deliuered and appointed by the Phiſition vnto vs, 
and contrariwiſe, abſtaining from al thoſe meates and ex- 
celle which may offend and alter their health ; Eyen ſo, 
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tothe end that we may haue the ſame defire and care to 
preſeruethathealth for our ſoules, it is conuenient that 
we marke diligentlyall the rules and ordinances of good 
life , which God the moſt high and ſoueraigne Phiſition, 
hath appointed vs:and on the contrarie fide,totake heed, 
toauoyde and ſhunne all that which he hath prohibited 
and forbidden vs.

him by and by to forget all his trauell which he hath en.

which a man cannotſtretch himſelfe, nor turne himſelfe 
atpleaſure, becauſc'it is a hard thing for a manthere to 
fleepe wel,and reſtquietly; Euen ſolikewiſe a man which

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hatha feſtered Conſcience, he cannot finde any place or 
condition to content him , and which is not altogether 
coo ſtraight for him. 

6 Asthereisno other meane toan(were tothe judge. 
ment of God,& that can pacific our Conſciences,but the 
rightcouſneſſe and innocencic of Ieſus Chriſt, and not 
our owne ;Euen ſois it heealone , which can ſtand vs in 
ſtead toſatisfiethe iudgement of our Conſciences. 

7 Euen as vntamed horſes fer to a chariot do ouer- 
turnethe ſame: So vnbrideled and vamortified affections 
ouerruling the vnderſtanding, doocleanc ouerthrow a 
good conſcience.

11 Asof ouermuch ſulneſſe of the ſtomack, & ſuperflut- 
ticofmeats, groweth that obſtrution which the Phiſiti+ 
ans do call oppilation,or ſtopping, wherevpon breedeth a 
continuall headach,and that trenzie,which bringeth men 
toa madacſlc : Euen ſo,ofa depraued and diſboneſt lous 
0 
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of this life, of the corruption of maners, of gluttonie and 
exceſlc eating : doth ſpring an vnbridled and vntamed 
luſt, whereofariſeth that . Srnaherrer madneſle of here. 
tickes, and a corruption of their ynderſtanding in mat- 
ters of faith : ſothatthey which care notto keepea good 
Conſcience,doatichgth fallto an incurable contempt of 
faith. r.Time.r.s.19. 

12 Likeasit we hauea childe,that by cryingis grieuous 
vnto vs, wee leceke to appeaſe and (till him, either by 
threates or promiſes, by gifts or ſtripes, but if hee will

| or wee our ſelues goe ſromhim,that we may notbetrou- 
bled with his crying : But our Conſcience once feeling 
or apprehending the wrath of GOD ecuen butalicrle, 
will ncucr ſuffer vs to be quiet, promiſe, threaten, giuc, 
ſtrike, what cuer you do, (till itcryerthlouderand louder, 
an ſtill it tormenteth : yea when you ſecke to ſend ir 
away, it fticketh cloſer vato you, neither can you 
depart from it, for being in you, it is alwayes at 
hand. 

13 Euenas ''s which is troubled witha burning feauer, 
is hotter thenNe which is parched with the Sunne : Sois 
that man more troubled which: hath a guiltie Conſci- 
ence,thena good man by all outward afflitions, 

14 Astheſickeman, when he (cemes to ſlcepe & take 
hisreſt, is inwardly tull oftroubles: Sothe benummed 
anddrowſie Conſcience, wanzsnot his ſecret pangs and 
terrors;and when it ſhall bee rowſed and wakened by the 
iudgementof God,it waxeth cruell and fierce like a wilde 
beaſt. 

15 EuC as all renued wounds,are hardly or neuer cured: 
Solikewile when a man finnes againſt his Conſcience, as 
much as 13 him lyeth,heplungeth himlſclfe into the gui : 
0 
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ofdeſperation: for euery wound of the C6ſcience,thogh 
the ſmart of it be litlefelt,is a deadly wound : and hethat 
goes onto finne againſt his Conſcience,cannot cal vpon 
the name of God, fora guiltic Conſcience makesa man 
flic from God. 

16 Asa Notarie or a Regiſter that hath alwayes the 
penne in his hand, tonoteand record whatlocueris ſaid 
or done, whoalſo becauſe he keepes the Rolles and Re- 
cords ofthe Court,can tell what hath bene (aid and done 
many hundred yeares paſt : Eucn fo the Conſcience 
obſerues and takes notice of all things that we do, and in- 
wardly and ſecretly within the heart, doth tell vs of them 
all. 

17 Like as the Maiſter of apriſon is knowne by this to 
hauecarcouer his priſoners, if he ſend keepers with them 
to watch them, and to bring them home againe in 
time conuenient : Euen ſo Gods care to man, is ma- 
niteſt in this, that when hecreated man and placed himin 
the world, he gaue him Conſcience to be his Keeper, ta 
follow him alwayes atthe heeles, and to dogge him (as 
weſay)and topric into his ations,and to beare witneſle 
of them all. 

18 Euen asa man being to make an vaknowne iour- 
ney,ſhould finde one that would go with him,and ſhewe 
him the way, withall the turningsthereof, he could not 
but take it for agreat pointof curteſie : Solikewile ſeeing 
weare Pilgrimes in this world,our life is our iourney,and 
God alſo hath appointed our Conſcience tobe our com- 
panion and guide, to ſhewe vs what courſe we may take, 
and what we may not. 

19 Asa wilde beaſt, which ſo long as he lyeth a ſleepe 
ſeemes very tameand gentle,8& hurts no man: but when 


he is rowzed,he then awakes and flics in a mans face, and 
offers 
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offers to pull outhis throte: So likewilc is it the maner of 
a dead and benummed conſcience, tolie ſtill and quiet, 
euen through the courſe ot a mans life : and heerevpon 
a man would thinke (as moſt doo) thatit were a good 
conſcience indeede : but when fickneſſe or death ap- 
proacheth and commeth, it being awaked by the hande 
of God, begins to ſtand vp on his legs, & ſhewes his fierce 
eyes,and offers to rend out cuen the veric throateof the 
foule.Gen 42.2.

21 Like as when a man enrers into his houſe at mid- 
night,he finds or fees nothing our of order: but let him 
come in the day time when the Suaneſhineth, and hee 
ſhall then eſpie many faults in the houſe, and the verie 
moares that flie vp and downe : Euen ſo let a man ſearch 
his heart in the ig'.orance and blindneſle of his minde,he 
wil! ſtraightway thinke all is well:but lethim once begin

22 As ſome men lecke day and night, from yeare to 
yeare,for honours, riches,and pleaſures, which they muſt 
leaue behindthem : So much more ought weto ſceke 
forrenued and reformed conſciences : confidering that 
conſcience will be with vs in this life, in death, atthelaſt 
indgement,and for cuer. 

23 As a man arrayed and apparelled in cloath of 
Tifſue,ſetin achaire ofeſtate,hauing before him a table 


furniſhed with all daintiedilicates : his ſeruants , Monars 
P ches, 
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ches, and Princes, his riches the chiefcſt treaſures and 
Kingdomes of the workd:but withall, ſuppoſethere were 
one ſtanding by with a naked ſword to cut his throat,ora 
wildcbcaſt readie eucrandanon to pull him in peeces,we 
cannot o:herwiſe ſay,but thatthis mans cftate,and all his 
happineſlz,is yet nothing but woc and milcric : Euen ſo 
juch is the cftare and condition of all men, that aboun« 
ding withriches, honors,and pleaſures, carry about them 
an euil] conſcience, whichis aſword to ſlay the ſoule, or 
as a raucnous beaſt,readieto fucke the blood of the loulc, 
andtorenditin pecces. 

24. Like as in goucrningthe ſhip on the Sea,the Pilot 
holding the helme-n his hand, hath alwaies an cie to the 
compalſe. So we likewiſe inthe ordering of ourliues and 
conuerſations,muſt alwayes hauca ſpeciall regard to the 
Conlcicnce. 

25 As God giues tothe eye certainclids of ficſh,to de- 
fend and coucr it from outward iniuries : Euen fo muſt

26 Eucnas apaire of Turtle Doues , when the one 
feedes,the other feederh ; when one likes fiot, the other 
likes not ; when the one dies, the other dies : So where 
good Conſcience is maintained, there are many cxccl- 
lent gifts of God flouriſhing,and where Conſcience de- 
caycs,they alſo decay. 

27 Asdiſeaſes ilthey belong negleed become incu- 
rable: So the Conſcience much and often wounded, ad- 
mits no comfort; neither will it alwaycs bootea man af- 
ter many yeares, to ſay, at thelaſtcaſt, Lord bee mercifull 
vntome; I haue ſinned. Though ſome bee recciued to 
mercie in time of death, yet farre more periſh in deſpera- 
tion,that liued in their ſinacs wittingly and willingly ” 

, gal {! 
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gainſt their owne Conſcience,  Pharas, Saul, and Indes, 
cried all Peccani, I haue (inned againſt God : yet Pharavis 
hardned moreand more,and periſheth : Sa#/gocthonin 
his ſinnes and diſpaireth : 1#das made away himſelfc: 
And no maruell, for the multitude of finnes oppreſſe the 
Conſcience, and makes the heart to oucrflowe with ſuch 
a meaſure of grict,that it can faſten noaffiance inthe mer- 
cieot God. 

28 AsaShipis onthe Sea,if it be not wel gouerned, or 
ifthcre bea breach made into it, it draws water and ſinks, 
and ſo both men and wares, andall in likelihoodare caſt 
away:So we are 3ll as paſſengers : the world is an huge 
Seatbrough which we muſt paſſe ; our Shipis the Con- 
ſcience oteuery man.r. Timo.1.19.&. 3.12. the wares arc 
our Religion and ſaluation, and all othergifts of God. 
Thertore it ſtands vs in hand to be alwayes at the heime, 
and tocarric our Ship witli aseuen a courle as poſſibly we 
* can, tothe entended porte of happinefle,which is the ſal- 
yation ot our ſoules,

s As thecare of an cuill chriſtian when heeis ficke, is 
todeſireto be whole, only to liue and enioy the pleaſures 
of the world : Euenſothe defircofa good chiiſtian,when 
he is diſeaſcd,is tov be whole, not ſo muchtoliue, as to 
elorifie God,andto reforme his life.

their ſpirituallfoode, Forit itbe thus, they ſhall live for 
eucr by him, otherwiſe, they remaineindearh, wither, - 
and mult perith. Neither is it ſufficient that we heare or 
reade of him and his merits and paſſion, but they muſt be 
receiued by faith.

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thereof to our temporall nouriſhment: Euen ſo Chriſt is 
as ſurcly apprehended of vs by faith to our ſpiritual main- 
tenance in the word preached , 8& Sacraments miniſtred, 
which are the diſhes whetin one andthe ſelfelame Chriſt 
3s offered vata vs. 

3 Astheſoule naturally joynedto the bodie, bringeth 
tq1th her eftegs: So Chriſt dwelling invs by faith and the 
holy Ghoſt, after a ſpirituall manner, and by a ſpirituall 
vertue, doth ſhewe his power in vs, to inable vs to to re- 
fiſt ſinne, and tobridle the corruptdefires of the flcſh. x, 
PA.

him , yet when as by the extremitie of our miſe- 
rics, wee are oppreſled or deſtracted, ſothat we cannot 
in any orderly maner pray ynto himas weought, hee al-

they remembertheſe names and titles, they ought not ro 
commit any thing vaworthy the grauitic and maicſtic of 
the lame. 

2 As many Papiſts,and ſome Proteſtants too,who bee 
nov and Popiſhly affeted, doo not remember 
what titles they haue,nor by what names they be called, 

and therforethcy muſt haue puppets and images in their

perfeRion of it, which conſifteth in the equall rempera- 
ture and iuſt proportion of the ſcuerall partes of it, for 
that itbeeing left here, would ſoone periſh and come to 
nought: And therefore it muſt of necefficic bee conti- 
nually both nouriſhed with meate and Drinke, and alſo 
preſerued 
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preſerued from all hurtfull things ; yea carefully reftored 
tothe former ſtare of health, if by any inward or outward 
meanes it fal into ſicknefle,or be any way hurt, wounded, 
or ditempered: Eue ſo,no more will it ſerue tor the good 
eſtate of the ſoule,thatit be both prepared dy repentance 
for regeneration;yea actually regenerated by the ſpirit of 
God: but itlikewiſe muſt contineally be tended, fed,right 
Dieted, and cheriſhed ; yea healeth of allthoſe maladies, 
which by any meanes happen vnro it. 

2 Asthz body being neglected fora {mal time,becom - 

meth weake and diſtempered,yea ſoone falleth into fick- 

nefle, and doth periſh : So is it with the ſoule, the which 
being neglected bur alittle, there will a decreaſe of holi- 
nefle be plainly telt,yea perhaps ſeene by others. 

3 Asthe _ muſt continually berepaired with nou. 
riſhment,becaule it is continually conſumed by our natu. 
rall heate : So muſt the ſoule by a good Diet dayly vſed, 
be preſcrued. 

4 As itis impoſlibleto order the body aright,cither in 
ſickneſle or in heatth, without the certaine knowledge of 
our complexion, age,and ſtrength, and vnlefle we marke 
in what parts it is moſt weake or ſtrong, thataccordingly 
choyce may be made both of meares in health,and of re- 
medies in Camefle: So the foundation ofthe right orde- 
ring of the ſoule, conſiſteth in this, that we know our age 
and ſtrength in Chriſt, whether we be ripe & ſtrong men, 
able to digeſt ſolide meales : or but babes and wine 
who muſt be fed with mile: and alſo our infirmities, what 
ſinnes weare moſt ſubieRvnto, that ſo we may auoyd all 
occaſions of them. 

s As moſt men living are ſaid to haue their health, 
howſocuer that exa temperature, ad pondus , where- 
of Phiſttions diſpute, cannot-bee founde in any man, 

or 
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or inanyage : Soabſolute perfeRion of holineſle, is not 
bes s. ſpirituall health, : 

6 As itis ſufficientfor bodily health,that thediſtempe- 
rature be not ſo great and manifeſt,as that it hinder any of 
the naturall faculties from their funRions : Solikewile if 
the corrupti6 of ſinne be ſo brideled, as that it hinder not 
the ———_—— of any Chriſtian dutic,thereis ſpirituall 
health: yea although this corruption of inne be ſo ſtrong, 
that it doth ſometimes bring forth ſome ſinne,and hinder 
in partthe performance of ſome Chriſtian dutie, yetif for 
the generall courle of life,the grace of Gods ſpirit dopre- 
uaile; ſo thatit repreſſeth that fin, and performeth all du- 
tics, ſometimes faintly, and imperteRly ; at other times 
fully,and couragiouſly,yct here is health. 

7 Asthe naturalllife of man may (ifno outward vio- 
lence come)be preſerued with the leaft care,coft,& paines 
that can be:butifa man deſire to keep his body in vigour 
and ſtrength,there muſt choyceof Diet be made,and care 
vſed;and moſt ofall, if hegoe about toaugmentcither his 
ſtature in his yoong yeares, or afterwardes his ſtrength or 
fleſh,he muſt be yet more careful, yeacurious in his Diet, 
beſtowing all his time, yea great care and coſt in it;So is it 
in ſpirituall life, the which being once put into the Soule 
of man by the hand of God, will continue there cuerby 
itſclfe,although (as it commeth often to paſſe)the owner 
ofit benegligent in mainteining itz yea ina manner care- 
leſſeofit. Whereas hethat deſireth to continue a whole 
and ſtrong man in Chriſt, without any ſickeneſle or de- 
creaſe of grace, muft make account to beſtowe great care 
inthis worke, and farregreater, if (ashe ought) he deſire 
toencreaſe in grace. 

8 Asitisthepart ofa wiſe man,not to walke too neare

word with great ioy and delight: yea, withcare and at- 
tention, vnleſle alſo wee remember and keepe itin our 
ſoulcs.

11: Likeas men feeling their bodies any way heauie,di-

rites, andappalled conſcience of man, making itreadie 
and prompt, to execute, atchiue, andexerciſe the offices 
and functions of godlineſle,

ſed Chaos, are nottherefore contemptible, but rather 
moſt highly to be eſteemed,as apparat teſtimonies of the 
incomprehElible maicſtic, goodneſle, wiſedome, power, 


*« and prouidence of God: For example, Wine,whichis fo 


friendly to nature, ſuchaftrength to the weake,ſuch a ſo- 
lace tothe ſorrowtfull, and many wayes ſo medicinable 
for men, is not therefore to bee diſpiſed, becauſe it is bro- 
ched,from a warped,a woodden,ora wormeaten barrel: 
Oras Milke which is ſuch aftrength voto nature,ſo whol. 
ſome for diet, and eucry wayes ſo wonderful in working, 
is not therefore to bee deſpiſed, becauſe itis drawnefrom 
an hayric, a fat, or fleſhie bagge: Or as Roſes, which are 
moſt ſcemely in ſight, ſoſweeteto (mell vyppon, and ſo 
meete for medicine, are nottherefore to beereicced, for 
that they grow vpamong prickes, among brambles and 
briers:Or as an EleRuarie, which comforteth nature, pur- 
geth corruption, and reſtoreth ta health, is nottherefore 
to bee forſaken; becauſeit is made of vile and bitter con- 
fetions, or brought out of a loathſome boxe : Or as Sil. 
uerand Gold, which are ſuch fingular treaſures,ſo glitte- 
ring inſight, &euery way moſt neceſlarie for mens vſes, 
arenotthereforeto heeded heron they are tryed 
foorth of the loweſt Element, which is the carth : Or as

carth, and faſhioned cuen of filthie clay;by all which Si- 
milies, we may truely conclude, that forfo much as the a= 
forcſaid matters arenottobeevilely eſteemed, notwith.

ginning: Eucſo much lefſe may the word of the Lord be 
rciected of any Hearers of theſame, becing truely prea- 
ched,thoughthe life and maners of thoſe Miniſters ther- 
of, be neuecr fo much tobe miſliked of men.

3 Asthe Phyſicion when he is ſicke,cannot heale him- 
ſelfe, nor hath not his iudgement fo perfetly as hee had 
before he was ſicke, but ſecketh helpe at an other Phyſiti- 
ons had:So the lernedſt manliuing (though he be a prea« 
cher himlſelfe) as long as hee liueth, and beareth finfull 
fleſh about with him, ſhall haue many ſinfull and fro. 
ward luſts and affeQions raigning in him,which blindeth 
his ſight,that he ſeeth nothis owne finnes, and therefore 
itis very needfull, that heeſhould often Heare the Ser- 
mons and counſels of others, although they be much his 
inferiors.2.Pet.r.21.13.1.

4 Asa Spunge gathereth vp all liquor,whether itbee 
good or bad : Euen ſo ſome Hearers of Sermons, recciue

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5 Asanhoure-Glaſſe, or Condiut, that which in an 
houre runneth in,the ſame inan other houre runneth out 
azaine: Solikwiſe ſome Hearers forgerthatin one houre, 
which they heard and learned in an other, 

6 Asa veſſel] thatrecciueth liquor, which being pow- 
redout, the dregges remaine : Or as a Siuethatretaineth 
and keepeth the good Corne,and caſteth out the chaffe : 
Euen ſo ſome Hearers of the word preached, doo reiet 
and negle the wholeſome and profitable doctrine, and 
keepe in minde that which is not ſo neceſſarie and pro- 
fitable. | 

7 Euen asa Dogge (becing otherwayes but afilthie 
beaſt) hath a tongue very medicionable for many mali- 
dics: Andas the Dragon (though he be very cold of body 
himſclte) yet for all that, theze proceedeth a fire from his 
mouth for the heat of others: So likewiſe ſome preachers, 
notwithſtanding they bee lewdein life, and key colde in 
godly conuerlation, yet forall that, they may haue ſuch a

be no more daintie diet prouided tor Chriſtians, then the 
foode of their ſoules; ther cannot be a more healthtul me- 
dicine be made tor Chriſtian Hearers of the word, then 
that which amendeth their ſpirituall maladies : Nor there 
can be a more golden gift giuen ynto them, then ſeuen 
times purified Gold of the ſacred Scriptures, rightly diui- 
ded, neither can there beany mote wel-commed pardon 
proclaimed to men, then that which containeth the tree 
forgiuencſle of finnes : Andthere cannot a more happie 
newes bee publiſhed abroad, then that which concernes 
the inheritance of cuerlaſting life : Notwithſtanding,the 
Preacher himſclſe be carelefle, be Leprous, befilthic,bee 
beaſtly or vile ; yetthe godly Hearer will not forſake this 
heaucnly toode,or make light account of this wholeſome 
medicine;lightly efteeme this Gold,or reieR this pardong 
thinke (corne of this newes, but feede hungerly vpponit; 
applic itin time,lay itvpin his heart, yeelde all reuerence 
vato it,and delight onely therein, as in the very ioy of his 
ſoule, 

o Asa poore Prentiſe that is very defirous to carne his 
occupation throughly in euery poynt, (who notwith. 
ftanding his Maiſter doth dayly reuile him,call him Aﬀe, 
and doulte,yea and ſometimes doth ſurely ſwingehim)yet 
will he accept the ſamein good part,and by no meanes be 
driuen from learning the myſterie of his Trade, becaule it 
bringeth in the end a pleaſure with profit:So likewiſe cue- 
rie Chriſtian Hearer of the word,ſhould be ſo addicted to 
the loue thereof, that neither reſp-Ring ſome outragious 
affections, nor yet weying at all the diſordered wordes

16 As the Auditors of Ezechiel, did willingly come 
and fit beforehim, and Hearc him, but they icſted at his 
words, and would not dooas hee taught them : Euen fo; 
many will giue Preachers the Hearing, bur with thcir 
mouthes they icſt it our, and make no more reckoning of 
their Sermons,then they doo ofa Fidlerand his ſong,and 
not ſo much, EJech, 33.30 37.52. 

17 As Naaſhthe Ammonirefaid, who would makea 
couenant with the men of 1abeſhGilead, vpon condition 
that hee might put out alltheirright eyes , and bring all 
that ſhame vpon 1/rae/ : Solikewile many Hearers ot the

4 As ſheepe by nature are meeke,innocent,& harme:- 
lefle: Euen ſo,ſuch as be good Chriſtians , ought to bee 
Humble and mecke,and rather to ſuffer wrong then doo 
anyz&notto be cruelllike Lions, rauenous like m—_ 
wilic 
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wilie like Foxes;leacherous like Goates;filthic like ſwine, 
or to ſhrew themſeclucs in behautour,like other ſauage and 
wilde beaſtes, 

s Likeas the Sunne being high at noone,cauſeth ſhort 
and [mall ſhadowes, but being low inthe Morning or E- 
uening,. itcauſeth the ſame ro appeare both broade and 
large : So by how much the more a man is endued with 
vertucand Godlineſle, by ſo much the lefle, defireth the 
boaſting,and aduauncement of himſclfe,whereas on the 
contrarie part, one endued with the ſmacke and ſmell of 
vertue,will ſtraight cracke, bragge, yeaand makethereof 
his boaſts. | 

6 As Eggesthat be ful, doo finkein the water, but thoſe 
thatare emptie, dooſwimmeaboue : So he that is ador- 
ned with true vertueand learning, will not fo much brag 
or boaſt himſelfe,as he that is otherwiſe.

2 Asthe ſmall hearbe Ziſcort, hath ſmooth and plaine 
leaues like vnto hearbe Patience, but in the earth hath a 
crooked roote: So many beare aſmooth countenance, 
and a faire ſhewe outwardly, ſeeming to take all well, 
which inwardly, haucacrooked, andan cuill heartin 
meaning. 

3 Asthe ſmall Celendine,ſpringeth and flowreth,atthe 
comming of the Swallowes and Summer birdes, withe- 
reth at their departing : So many men profeſſling Religi- 
on,riſcatthe warmeproſperitie of ſome, and fall away at 
thcix departure,intg the tormie winter of aduerſkie.

12 The Mulberie tree & counted the wiſeſt of all trees, 
becauſe it onely bringertsfoorth hisleaucs, after the cold 
froſts be paſt, ſothatit is nothindered as other trees bee; 
but in Chriſtianity,he is but a foole & an Hypocrite,that 
profeſſeth notopenly till dangers bee paſt, and till he may 
do it without lofle or hinderance. nth 

13 Asthe flower of Periwincle, Milkworte,8 Ly/ima- 
ehs,is pleaſant to behold, yet without ſauor:ſo hypocrits 
makea fair ſhew,yet vnſauoryin the noſtrils of the Lord.

them that bee the Preachers thereof; yea and to ſee the 
land kept from inſurreion,and inuaſton of forraine ene- 
mies ; it alſo aypertaineth rothe Miniſters and preachers 
to labour faithfully, ro weede and cur away the vyoide 
braunches of finne,withthe ſword of Gods word; and to 
Labourers,itbelongeth to worke and labour bodily, and 
carefully, to gct out of the earth bodily ſuſtenance, both 
forthemſclucs and others : All theſe eſtates be ſoneedtull 
tothe Church,that none may well be without other; for 
if Magiſtrates, and men to goucrne the people by lawe 
and wiſedome, fhould wantzthen thecues, and wicked lj. 
uers would ſo increaſe, that no man could liucin peace; 
and if Preachers ſhould want, then the people would 
wax wild ina!l vice and (finne,through ignorance,and for 
default of knowledge of Gods word, and fo periſh euer- 
laſtingly : Andif Lahourers and Artificers, ſhoula bee 
lacking in the Common-wealth, then both Magiſtrates 
and Miniſters, ſhould become Husbandmen, Labourers 
and handiecraftes men or elſe muſt die for want of naru- 
rall foode.

3 As the Paſchall Lambe was called the Lords paſle- 
ouer,or paſſing by the Lord, which deſtroyed the po- 
werof Pharas,and delinered him : So the Sactamentis 
called the body & bloud of the Lord, which deſtroyeth 
the power of the diuell, and deljuereth vs. 

PPPP3 4 As 
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4 Asthe Children of 1/ae/ were but once deliuered 
from Egypr, notwithſtanding they did take cuery yeare 
a Lambe,to keepe the dead in perpetuall remembrance: 
Euen ſo Chriſt our Sauiour , bought and redeemed 
vs but once forall, although the Sacrament thereof bee 
often diſtributed and broken among vs, to keepe the be- 
nefitc in perpetuall memoric.

(uchaletter,he is full aſſured of the money: Now no man 
is ſo blockith,to thinke that hee hath cuill ſpoken, tor ſo 
much as euerie man doth well know,that the fignes haue 
the names of the things which they fignifie : Atter this 
mannerof ſpeechalo :as an Ambaſſadour of a Prince, 
being demaunded of,the authoric hee hath recejucd of 
his Lord, to dealc in ſuch orſuch a matter , dooth yſe to 
ſhew foorth his letters of credite, or Commiſſion,and to 
ſay: Here is miveauthoritie,albeirthat the letters are nog

andeuery man handleth them as they lift:In a word, the 
faireſt,the pleaſantett,and the beſt of our workes, muſt be 
pared and picked for daintie mouthes, and queezſie ſto.
